Case #2018-10 - Formal Hearing held today in the matter of Douglas Woods, Jr., Respondent. 
Douglas Woods Jr. (REB.0790518)  
Douglas Allen Real Estate, LLC (REB.0790624)  
 
Sec. 20-320 Suspension or revocation of licenses. Fines. The Commission may temporarily suspend 
or permanently revoke any license issued under the provision of this chapter and, in addition to or in 
lieu of such suspension or revocation, may, in its discretion, impose a fine of not more than two 
thousand dollars at any time when, after proceedings as provided in Section 20-321, the Commission 
finds that the licensee has by false or fraudulent misrepresentation obtained a license or that the 
licensee is guilty of any of the following: (1) making any material misrepresentation; (8 ) conviction in 
a court of competent jurisdiction of forgery, embezzlement, obtaining money under false pretenses, 
larceny, extortion, conspiracy to defraud, or other like offense or offenses, provided suspension or 
revocation under this subdivision shall be subject to the provision of Section 46a-80; (11) any act or 
conduct which constitutes dishonest, fraudulent or improper dealings. 
 
Sec. 20-323 Revocation of license upon conviction of crime.  Any licensee under this chapter who is 
convicted of a violation of any of the offenses enumerated in subdivision (8) of Section 20-320 shall 
incur a forfeiture of his license and all moneys that may have been paid for such license.  The 
Commission, upon receipt of a copy of the judgement of conviction, shall, not later than ten days after 
such receipt, notify the licensee, in writing, of the revocation of his license.  Such notice shall be 
conclusive of the revocation of such license.
